Early in your session as was the 
most convenient, and in obedience to parliamen- 
tary custom, ey appointed a committee, charged 
with the sole duty of examining into the elections, 
re’ urns‘and qualification, of you ‘members. Memo- 
rials from several persons who claim to be duly 
ele. ted and quails Senators, with evi:ienceto sus 
tain them, these claims have by ou been referred 
to that committec. To discharge the duty imposed 
by you upon this committee, it has refused, and 
you have approved and sustained that refusal 
What excuse do you offer for that action. You 
cannot say it is not your duty under the Constitu- 
tion to inquire into these matters. You say Gen- 
eral Meade. by kis Order No. 90, has determined 
the matter for you; that you are part of the Legis- 
lature Organized and acting under milita’y order, 
and as suck, not bound to render toe judgment 
required of you by the State Constitution.

In an order 
of July 3d, No. 9%, he directed the beard of officers 
organized by a previous order, and to whom had 
been returned all evidence in, and papers pertain- 
ing to contested elections, to be transmitted to the 
Gogernor elcot for such action as was required of 
him under the Constitution and Code of the State 
That is te be turned over to each branch of the 
General Asscm"ly wren orginized. Your Gover- 
nor undersiunuing his views, having received the 
evidence as to the contested seats of Senators, 
transmitted it to the Senate. whichis now in 
the possession of the Chairman of your 
Committee who retuses to look into it and report 
upon it. Yea, has even gone so far as to deny to 
those interested who have applied to him, the 
poor privilege of reading this evidence in his 
presence ut, again, that there should be no 
question of the fact that you are wrong in claim- 
ing that General Meade has settled the election 
and qualification, I read to you what he said in

On _ the 
contrary, while our Constitution gives 
just weight to the publie will, its dis- 
tinguishing feature, gs that it seeks to 
protect the rights of minorities. Its great- 
est glory isthat it puts restraint upon 
power. It gives force and form to those 
maxims and principles of civil liberty for 
which the martyrs of freedom have strug- 
gled through ages. It declares the right of 
the people to be secure in their persons, 
honses and papers against unreasonable 
starch and seizure; that “Congress shall 
make no law respecting the establishment 
of religion or the free exercise thereof, or 
abridging the freedom of speech or of the 

ress, or the right of the people to petition 
or redress of grievances.” It secures “the 
right of a speedy and public trial by an 
impartial jury.” 

No man can rightfully enter upon the 
duties of the Presidential office unless he 
is not only willing to tarry out the wishes 
of the people expressed in a constitutional 
way, but is also prepared to stand up for 
the rights of the minorities. He must be 
ready to upbold the free exercise of reli- 
gion. He must denounce measures which 
would wrong personal or home rights or 
the religious conscience of the humblest 
citizens of the land. He must maintain 
without distinction of creed or nationality 
all the a ofan American citizen- 
ship. The experience of every public man: 
who has been faithful to his trust, teaches 
him that no one can evs the duties of the 
office of President unléss he is ready not 
only to undergo the falsehoods and abuse 
of the bad but to suffer the censure of the 
good, who are misled by prejudices and 
misrepresentations. 

There are no attractions in such posi- 
tions, which deceive my judyment, when I 
say that a great change is going on in the 
public mind. The mass of the Republican
